WASHINGTON, Jan. 4. I Representative 


Powers, of Vermont, saya that since the 
interview with him, three weeka ago, In 
which he stated his purpose of preparing 
a new bankruptcy bill, was published,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4. Tbe formidable 


opposition to (be Income tax which has 
developed In Congress, it la understood, 
finds a partial encouragement and sup- 
port In administration circles. Tbe fight, 
as already stated, centres around tbe 
paragraph In the urgent deficiency bill 
making an appropriation to carry tbe 
law Into effect. It this proposition can 
be defeated this will, ol course, kill tbe 
Income tax by tbe Congressional metbod 
known as "starving It to death." 


That the total revenue of tbe govern- 


ment may not be reduced from Secretary 
Carlisle's estimate of the treasury's 
needs it IB proposed to raise a revenue in 
lieu of the income tax from two sources, 
viz., to Increase tbe tax on beer, and to 
revive tbe tax of two cents on each bank 
check piesented for payment. 
From 


these two sources It Is said, more revenue 
than Is expected from the Income tax 
can be dorUed, and with far less friction. 
It Is acknowledged that tbe Increased 
tax on beer can be collected at no extra 
cost by the present force of Internal 
revenue officers. The bank check tax 
practically co'Iects Itself. 


When tbe 


prepared, the qm 
beer tax was discussed by the Demo- 
cratic members of the Ways and Means 
Committee of tbo House, but dropped 
because it was considered bad politics at 
that time to Increase that tax.

Appropriation for More War Ships 


Suggested. 


So far as can be learned, the members 


of the House Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs are disposed to incorporate an ap- 
propriation for two and possibly three 
new battle ships and twelve torpedo 
bouts in the naval appropriation bill, 
whkh will be reported to the House 
within a few days. The belief that the 
treasury receipts will be considerably 
in excess of the expenditures before the 
close of the fiscal year, ihe certainty that 
not more than fifteen per cent of the 
amount appropriated will bo needed for 
fifteen months from the present time,and 
the necessity for continuing the work of 
creating a more powerful navy, are the 
considerations which lead tbe members 
to think that the country will approve an 
appropriation of $8,000,000 or there- 
abouts at this session for new ships.
